With little or no comment from 
most council members, mayor and 
city council Tuesday night ap¬ 
proved an intergovernmental 
agreement with the City of Romu- 
lus that paved the way for the 
much-needed resurfacing of Van 
Bom Road. 

The resurfacing project, be¬ 
tween Venoy and MeirimBn mads, 
will cost approximately $625,750.

However, Ramzi El-Gharib, 
Wayne's City Engineer, informed 
council that approximately 
$512,176 of the total cost will be 
funded by a grant from the federal 
government 

'Wayne County’s share of that is 
$63,796, of which we are obligated 
to pay $24,889," said El-Gharib. 
"Obviously we are very happy 


about all of this." 

Council voted 6-0 to approve 
the agreement Councilwoman 
Donna McEachem didn't attend 
the meeting. Mayor Robert Dick¬ 
erson told council that she had 
been excused. 

The city engineer also in- 
foiTned the local lawmakers that 
the project would get underway 


sometime this summer. 

"As you already know, Van Bom 
Road between Venoy and Merri- 
man is scheduled to be resurfaced 
this construction season," El- 
Gharib said. 'This joint road with 
the City of Romulus is under the 
jurisdiction of Wayne County. 

“It (road resurfacing) has been 


approved for federal assistance 
under the Surface Treatment Pro¬ 
gram (STP), which is administered 
by the Michigan Department of 
T^nsportation." 

Mayor Robert Dickerson greet¬ 
ed the city engineer’s announce¬ 
ment as "good news" and pointed 
out that the road was in dire need 


of resurfacing. 

Assistant City Manager Robert 
C. English, who replaced vacation¬ 
ing City Manager John Zech at the 
council table Tuesday night, noted 
that the project is budgeted in the 
2201-02 fiscal year. The funding 
would come out of the Major 
Street Rind.

committing or becoming victims of 
violent behavior 

In S.A.R.A. - an acronym for 
Scanning, Analysis, Response and 
Assessment - Puckett and Strong 
received a model that when mas¬ 
tered, may help individuals and 
groups to "critically survey, ana¬ 
lyze, respond to and assess prob¬ 
lems stemming from individual or 
gi'oup behavioral action or reac¬ 
tion that leads to aggression. 

"The process collectively en¬ 
gages participants in seeking mu¬ 


tually agreeable solutions in a 
more efficient and effective man¬ 
ners of conflict resolution," Puck¬ 
ett stressed. 

Ofricera Puckett and Strong al¬ 
so were given instructional text 
that may help defuse potentially 
volatile situations. The officers 
said that they were: 

• Provided with K-12 Gun-Safe¬ 
ty curriculum and materials; 

• Provided with infoimation on 
Michigan's Concealed Weapons 
Law; 

• Provided with information on 
how to work cooperatively with 
school officials to determine the 
gun safety needs within their 
schools.

Arrested ter ‘Green Eggs and Ham,' 
library pelicy seems extreme 


I’m going to open my soapbox this 
week to others who have a variety of 
gripes. For instance-, the man who was ar¬ 
rested for failing to return “Green Eggs 
and Ham.” 

You heard it right A Westland man was 
arrested in Ann Arbor when police ran 
his license at a traffic accident Lo and 
behold, a warrant for his arrest came 
back. The man was handcuffed and 
hauled off to jail because he checked-out 
the famous Dr. Seuss title, “Green E^s 
and Ham,” in 1999, and never returned it 
to the Westland Public Library. 

The man was charged with a misde¬ 
meanor or in police lingo, “failure to re¬ 
turn library materials.” I said it back 
when this law was placed on the books a 
few year’s back, and I’ll say it again, ar¬ 
resting citizens for failure to return li¬ 
brary books is an extreme measure that 
ought to be repealed. Let’s worry about 
murders, armed robberies and sex of¬ 
fenders, and layoff the library thieves. 

Re^e Miller is a a lady with a couple 
of missions. The basketball all-star name¬ 
sake, who is the former chief honcho, or 
honchess, for the Strawberry Festival is 
making news on two counts. 

First, Ms. Miller is the leading voice be¬ 
hind opposition to the new skateboard 
park in Belleville. The City, after receiv¬ 
ing a $100,000 grant is planning on build¬ 
ing the skateboard facility in the Village 
Park. 

Nay, says Ms. Miller. The park is too 
close to the very plush Victoria Commons 
where she and many other residents en¬ 
joy their quaint, quiet homes. The Village 
Park neither has the facilities (bath¬ 
rooms, fencing, sidewalks, streetlights) 


nor the 
space (it is 
projected 
to be built 
within 100- 
feet of a 
tot-lot) nec¬ 
essary. 

Maybe a secondary location ought to 
be explored, maybe not I do know, how¬ 
ever, ffiat a half dozen teens spent a great 
deal of time last year raising funds and 
putting together plans for the much 
needed facility. They deserve that park, 
one place or another. 

Ms. Miller was also front and center on 
another subject She found a dozen dead 
ducks in one of the Victoria Commons 
ponds. The ducks were probably the vic¬ 
tims of botulism (according to the DNR) 
but no one will be certain until tests are 
run this week. 

A couple of weeks ago we asked read¬ 
ers to tell us whether we should print a 
list of area sex offenders or not The over¬ 
whelming response was “yes.” That was 
my original position, but when I 
broached the subject with colleagues, 
many offered the opposite opinion. 

I should have known all along that 
readers deserve to know where these 
“guys” live. If you don’t read it in our 
newspaper, the same list is now available 
on the WXYZ Channel 7 Web-site. 

A bill is now being proposed to keep 
sex offenders from living within 1,000 
feet of a school. Currently several states 
have such a law. In Michigan, one Detroit 
school has 18 registered sex offenders 
within that 1,000-foot boundary. Can you 
believe it?

Noise abatement cash making racket 


For the last ten years or so, 
Wayne County has been receiving 
$5 million grants each year from 
the Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion (FAA) for a noise abatement 
program. 

It has spent the money either 
“noise proofing” homes in the 
designated area or purchasing the 
homes and land of homeowners 
who chose that optioa 

Homes eligible for the sound¬ 
proofing or purchase were deter¬ 
mined as those that lay within a 
controversial “footprint” said to 
have been developed by a FAA 
computer program. Most of the el¬ 
igible homes are in either Romu¬ 
lus or Huron Township although 
other communities in the area 
are subject to severe airplane 
noise. 

About midway into the pro¬ 
gram, the county began acquiring 
property for its Pinnacle project, 
an i,80()-acre area south of the air¬ 
port It became obvious that some 
of the properties purchased with 
money from the noise abatement 
program would be included in the 
Pinnacle project 

The county was asked if the 
two programs would be kept sepa¬ 
rate and were assured that funds 



would not be commingled. 

Based on a verbal interpreta¬ 
tion from the FAA, it was under¬ 
stood that the county would have 
to pay back the airport trust fund 
for the money it used to buy Pin¬ 
nacle properties. However, the 
county said its understanding was 
that the money could be kept and 
spent locally. 

A written ruling was then ob¬ 
tained from the FAA which stated 
that federal pro rata share of the 
proceeds from the sale or lease of 
those properties could be used lo¬ 
cally in approved noise abatement 
programs. (There is a county 
matching requirement that would 
not have to be used for noise 
abatement) 

A few months ago, at a Romu¬ 
lus Council meeting, county offi¬ 
cials said they had spent about $7 
million of noise abatement money 
for property within the Pinnacle 


boundaries. They said that 
amount would be paid back to the 
noise abatement program. 

This writer was quick to point 
out that the FAA ruling requii'ed 
the federal portion of the “pro¬ 
ceeds” (not the purchase cost) to 
be put back into the noise abate¬ 
ment program. 

According to figures supplied 
by the county in its request tx) the 
state for a “smart zone” designa¬ 
tion, the resale and leasing of the 
properties would generate about 
three and a half times the pur¬ 
chase costs. 

At that ratio, proceeds from dis¬ 
posal of the properties costing $7 
million would be about $25 mil¬ 
lion. The federal share to go back 
to the noise abatement programs 
would be between 20 and 22.5 mil¬ 
lion dollars. A significant differ¬ 
ence from just paying back the $7 
million (if that is an accurate 
number). 

The Romulus City Council at 
this Monday’s meeting was to con- 
sider a resolution urging the 
county to abide by the FAA ruling 
and keep an accurate accounting 
of all of the transactions involving 
the properties.

“Kindergarteners going in the 
same building as high school kids 
— I don’t think so,” said Bob John¬ 
son, a citizen. 

Whoopee. That was a close call. 
Had this charter school been al¬ 
lowed to bring back a K-12 grade 
school, we’d of had another set¬ 
back 

My gang can only thrive in 
large consolidated school dis¬ 
tricts. Remove kids from their 
brothers and sisters and segregate 
them into groups of unrelated kids 
of the same age, then peer pres¬ 
sure is king. Wherever peer pres¬ 
sure mles, gangs — peer pressure 
machines — have it made.

Cared-for children are as use¬ 
less to me as they are to the Rital¬ 
in hucksters. Loved children are 
too secure, protected, and well-ed¬ 
ucated to fall for me and my temp¬ 
tations. Of to succumb to other 
sleazeballs preying on lost kids. 

To put love back into the 
schools would put me out of busi¬ 
ness.
